FLARC Partnership with 
West Palm Beach Amateur Radio 
Group Is Formalized 


The club has learned that The West Palm Beach 
Amateur Radio Group (WPBARG) has approved our 
invitation to become a “partner” club, at their 
recent member meeting. 


The agreement, which begins on/about 
September 1 and runs for one year or by 
mutual agreement, is to look for ways to work 
with each other, exchange ideas and best 
practices, and generally work together to 
individually improve each club. 


Both clubs believe that this arrangement is 
rather unique to amateur radio clubs and hope 
to achieve mutual success. 


Our formal invitation agreed that both clubs 
would look to “do something” to be determined. 
WPBARG is a smaller club (about 50 members) 
than FLARC. It has the benefit of meeting in the 
Cox Science Center and Aquarium, which has 
recently received a generous donation to grow 
and improve its facilities. 


You will remember that WPBARG participated on 
our April 12™ “Yuri’s Night” Kawfee Tawk 
program on space by presenting an amateur 
radio balloon launch their club did with a local 
West Palm Beach school. 


As we get started, the FLARC council is interested 
in ideas that we could initiate with WPBARG and 
if you are willing to be a part of the outreach 
team to them.

Otis (NP4G) began his ham radio career at age 16 while finishing up in high school at his hometown of 
Humacao, Puerto Rico. He was issued NP3JG as his initial callsign. He later went on to Purdue University, 
from which he was active at the university club W9YB. He then spent the next four years at the University 
of Puerto Rico School of Dental Medicine. After that he went back to New York for specialty training in 
Orthodontics. He became interested in active DXing and contesting after returning home in 2008 and 
upgrading to his Extra Class License and obtaining his current callsign NP4G. 


He was past President of the Puerto Rico Amateur Radio League and is an ARRL Life member. 
He also started the ARRL Puerto Rico State Convention being the biggest ham radio event in the 
Caribbean. 


An avid contester, he is part of the K3LR Multi-Multi contest team and currently serves as 
South America and Caribbean representative and Director at the International DX Foundation 
(INDEXA). He has operated DX from Chile, Argentina, Easter Island, United Arab Emirates A6Q@EXPO, 
Hawaii, and European Countries such as Netherlands, Norway, France and most recently in Svalbard as 
training for the upcoming 3YQJ DXpedition to Bouvet. 


As part of the team, Otis is the third medical staffer and the only dentist. He will oversee health and 
wellness during the DXpedition and will work to ensure a successful operation.

“ILLEGAL!

Everybody knows that amateur radio stations must be licensed to be legal. Before the 
days of licensing, “anything goes” was the rule, including amateur operators just 
making up call signs to suit themselves. Sometimes, even now, with our highly 
regulated airwaves, some folks still do that. This month, we’ll take a look at both 
varieties of amateur operation, before and after licensing. 


To be fair, it must be said that sometimes it’s difficult to know when call signs were 
“official” and when they weren’t. There is very little data available about when 
amateur radio was sanctioned and officially licensed in many countries outside the 
U.S.A. and Canada. Early Call Books available to us are only from the U.S.A., so the 
only source | can work with of any value for foreign stations is the oldest Call Book 
| have that lists foreign stations. In this case, it’s the March 1930 edition of the 
Radio Amateur’s Call Book Magazine. \n that publication, the legality of foreign 
stations is based upon known prefixes assigned at that time, or by comments that 
appear at the beginning of the call listings for that country. 


Our first unlicensed example comes from Bermuda, in the year 1925. The station call 
was “BER” and the operator was an American, W.F. (“Bill”) Hoisington.

It appears that the first legally licensed amateurs in Bermuda were assigned their calls 
in 1929. They all have single-letter VP9 calls. From this, | deduce that Bill’s call is 
probably self-assigned, and therefore unlicensed. WHoisington’s station consisted of 
two transmitters for “5 through 44 Meters” (or thereabouts), one using 250 Watts, and 
the second, for “36 to 44 Meters,” (or thereabouts), using a single 201A triode at just a 
few Watts input. No antenna info is provided on the card. 


Incidentally, one of those early VP9 calls was VP9F, licensed to none other than the 
famous radio pioneer Reginald Aubrey Fessenden. | have a funny story about 
Fessenden and an attempted “meet-up” with a famous A.R.R.L. Headquarters guy that 
took place in the 1930s. It’s rather embarrassing for the A.R.R.L. guy, though, so ask 
me about it in person sometime. 


The operator at “BER,” Bill Hoisington, was licensed in the United States as 2BAV 
(New York) and 1AJW (Massachusetts) in the earlier 1920s. He was later licensed as 
W2BAV and finally as K1CLL, an avid VHF-UHF experimenter and operator, who 
authored many construction articles in 73 Magazine in the 1960s. He later moved to 
the Philippines and obtained a “DU” call. 


Here’s unlicensed station “FMH” in El Salvador, also in 1925:

No amateur calls were even listed in El Salvador in 1930, so this is clearly another 


self-assigned call. He was even a member of the A.R.R.L.!

The operator, most likely an American, was also recognized as an “Official A.R.R.L. 
Station,” whatever that meant in those days. His transmitter ran 50 Watts on 
215 meters (about 1390 kilohertz). 


Here’s an exotic one, from “EGEZ” in Egypt in 1927. The operator was apparently a 
French national operating from “Le Claire,” probably without authorization:

The station was located in Vienna, and ran 90 Watts input on 42 meters, about 
7135 kilohertz, well within the current 40 meter band. 


Here’s another exotic one from Borneo (Malay Peninsula), with the call “SK2” from 
1926, operated by an English-speaking national, possibly British:

The transmitter ran 48 Watts input in a Hartley oscillator circuit, and the receiver was a 
Reinartz (regenerative) circuit using a detector and 2 stages of audio. “Reinartz” refers 
to the internationally known American amateur John Reinartz, whose call was 1QP 
(also 1XAM), who participated in the first successful transatlantic tests, and who was 
the author of numerous technical articles in QST Magazine. 


Here are some schematics of the “Reinartz Tuner” circuits published in the 1920s. The 
large coils suggest that these circuits were designed for the LF or MF bands, and the 
second example may be similar to the circuit used by “Y4” in his station, but with 
smaller coils, in order to receive signals in the HF bands, and with the addition of two 
audio amplifier tubes.

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As late as the 1940s, there were still some radio receivers based on Reinartz’s circuits. 
In one unusual article from “down under,” an AM broadcast superheterodyne receiver 
is described based on a Reinartz circuit, but including a “new” type of tuning, called 
“Ferrotune.” “Ferrotune” refers to the use of an iron dust core variable inductor 
instead of a conventional variable capacitor. [2] 


This one is a mystery. The call “84SS” originates from near Paris, and is dated 
March, 1928. The “F” prefix was already being used by licensed stations in France by 
the mid-1920s, and the calls of licensed stations began with the number 8 and 
included 2 or 3 letters in the suffix. Examples would be “8XX” or “8MMM,” and such. 
What “84SS” signifies is unknown, and may have been an unlicensed station.

One mystery here is not only the peculiar call, but the fact that the operator requested 
a QSL via the R.E.F. (Reseau des Emetteurs Francaise), the national QSL bureau in 
France, so the operator must have been known to them. Perhaps they did, and just 
gave a “wink wink” to the possibly unauthorized operation. 


The transmitter ran 80 Watts, and the antenna was a Fuchs (pronounced FOO-khs), 
named for an Austrian amateur who was its inventor. It was nothing more than a half 
wave, (normally monoband) single wire, end-fed antenna. Actually, a Hertz is also a half 
wave, single wire antenna, but the term Hertz can also apply to a half wave dipole. [3] 
A dipole is also normally a monoband antenna, but not always. Confused yet? 


A Marconi antenna, however, is only a quarter wave single wire, end fed antenna, 
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The Way We Were, continued. 


normally for one of the lower amateur bands like 80 or 160 meters. Then, what’s a 
quarter wave Inverted L? But either can also be tuned on other bands. Actually, so 
can a Fuchs and a Hertz. Aw... Nertz! 


Here’s one more mystery from France, this time from Paris in 1926. (Ah... to be at a 
café in Montparnasse and share a bottle of absinthe with Ernie Hemingway)! The call is 
only the initials “JHP,” and the card confirms a contact on 44 meters (or thereabouts), 
which is about 6800 kilohertz.

From what | can make out, the transmitter was a Hartley oscillator with 1,200 Volts on 
the oscillator tube plate, but the current is not specified, so the input power is 
unknown, and worked against a water pipe ground. The antenna was 85 meters long 
(about 279 feet), with a 15 meter (49 foot long) counterpoise. 


The curious thing about this card is that the operator, who doesn’t sign his full name, 
only initials, requests a QSL card not via the French QSL Bureau (R.E.F.), but via the 
“Journal des 8-Rugles, Eure.” This was actually a publication for radio amateurs in 
France in the 1920s. It existed from 1914 to 1937. [4] 


Moving along to the 1930s, we come to some interesting situations. Although there 
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The Way We Were, continued. 


was amateur radio activity in certain countries, there were sometimes no amateur 
licenses, so all stations operated clandestinely. In the old Call Books, there was a short 
notice at the beginning of listings for these countries stating, “Send... cards under 
cover, no call on envelope to...” followed by a call, name, and private address. One of 
these countries was Romania, and here are some examples of clandestine amateur 
stations:

We in the U.S.A. take it for granted that amateur radio is sanctioned, even encouraged 
by our government. Not all governments had such an attitude. Another country that 
did not sanction amateur radio until 1929 was Japan, and all stations risked legal 
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penalties if caught operating an amateur station prior to that period. There was only 
one licensed “government experimental” station authorized to communicate with 
amateurs (outside Japan, of course). 


This 1926 QSL from station JHBB is believed to be that station. It was operated by the 
Ministry of Communications and confirms a contact with W6EB in California:

Although the J.A.R.L. (Japan Amateur Radio League) was established in 1925, all 
operation by amateurs was undercover. The first private experimental station licensed 
to an individual was issued to Kankichi Kusama, with the call JXAX. The first amateurs 
were licensed in 1929 with J1 through J9 calls, depending upon territory. [5] 
Searching my entire database, | cannot find any Japanese amateur station QSLs prior 
to the 1930s. 


In old Czechoslovakia the attitude was similar. That nation was created out of the 
breakup of the Austro-Hungarian Empire following the First World War (1914-1918). 
At that time, the bureaucratic nature of the old Empire still influenced government 
attitudes. The idea of private individuals even receiving radio signals was considered a 
“threat to the state monopoly on telecommunications,” [6] so amateur radio as we 
know it was entirely out of the question. Nevertheless, there were radio 
experimenters by 1924, but still no licenses issued. Two amateur organizations were 
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The Way We Were, continued. 


formed in 1928 and 1929, and they were bitter rivals, each wishing to be recognized by 
the |.A.R.U. (International Amateur Radio Union) as the “official” one in 
Czechoslovakia. Finally, in 1932, they merged into the C.A.V. (Czechoslovak Amateur 
Broadcasters), and instead turned their attentions upon the government, in an 
attempt to have amateur radio officially recognized and licensed. This finally came to 
fruition with the issuance of the first amateur license to Pravoslav Motycka, whose call 
was OK1AB. [7] 


This means that all stations prior to licensing in 1932 were illegal, and once again, the 
Call Book advised sending cards “under cover, no call on envelope.” Here are some 
examples of these “illegal” amateurs:

The operator was evidently a German national, because he requests a QSL via the 
D.A.S.D., the German QSL Bureau in those days. 


The listings for Hungary are also interesting. The licensed stations there in 1930 all had 
HAF calls plus a number and single letter suffix. The Call Book says to send calls with 
TWO letters “under cover,” likely because they are unlicensed. Here’s one example:

The comments under Yugoslavia are equally interesting. The official prefix was YU for 
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The Way We Were, continued. 


licensed stations. Before all listings, it reads, “UN stations not officially licensed. All 
QSLs should be sent undercover to...” Here’s one of those not officially licensed 
stations using the call UN7BL: 


For Lithuania, we find this statement: “All stations unlicensed. Send cards 
RY stations to....”. Here’s one of these, RY1E dated 1929:

Illegal operating, or “bootlegging” as it’s called, is generally not a major problem these 
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days, but it still exists. | recall making some contacts with stations over the years that, 
upon looking up the calls for QSLing purposes, discovered that the station, although 
worked on, say, 75 meter phone, was only a Novice. Or a couple of Technician Class 
stations in my log (and that even QSL’d), long before Techs were allowed to be on the 
HF bands. One station on 6 meters used what appeared to be a valid Technician or 
General Class call, but months and even a year after the QSO, | looked up the call, and 
it did not exist! 


On 2 meter FM, there seemed to be a number of these characters, boldly operating on 
repeaters who simply “borrowed” the call of a legally licensed station, certainly 
without the licensed operator’s knowledge. | worked several of them, only | didn’t 
know it at the time. | even worked two “Silent Keys” on 2 meter FM, their calls being 
lifted from the previous month’s Silent Key listings in QST Magazine. 


But now, we explore another aspect of “illegals” on the ham bands. These are a 
special category, and they deserve special attention. Many years ago, there was a 
station on 20 meters signing the call 5U4GB. Now, that call would belong to an 
amateur in Niger, but anyone working “SU4GB” should have smelled a rat, because 
5U4GB was, at the time, a very common rectifier tube! The operator, needless to say, 
wasn’t in Niger. It was an “open secret” who he was, a prankster in Paterson. 


He also signed “VP8BY” on 15 meter phone, and spoofed a friend of mine. | told him 
not to bother sending a QSL, and then | told him why. Although warned, this character 
used several other “creative” call signs, but their nature makes those calls 
unmentionable here. They were X-rated. The operator later dropped out of ham 
radio. Good riddance! 


Then, there are the vengeful types who bootleg a rare DX call and ask for QSLs to be 
sent to the call of a station that the hoaxer disliked for some reason. This is a 
particularly nasty kind of illegal operating, because the guy receiving all those QSLs for 
DX stations that don’t exist meant he was obliged to send a note of apology, stating 
that he’s not the QSL Manager for such and such station, and that “you have been the 
victim of a slim” (meaning, a bootlegger). 


| ought to know how annoying this sort of thing is. Years ago, some bozo did this to 
me! | still have the QSLs. Kid stuff, you say. Well, yes, it is. It’s nasty, stupid, and 
illegal, and those doing such things should get more than a slap on the wrist from the 
F.C.C.; but there’s one more category of illegal operation, bogus DXpeditions. 


It wouldn’t be possible to document all of these, there have been too many over the 
years, but here’s a sampling of some of the more notorious, if not “creative” ones. Our 
first example is KJ6EDO/KH7, the “Island of Suitland”: 
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The Way We Were, continued.

The card dates from September, 1982. The reverse side of the card tells the story. 


“The island surfaced for two days in the minds of DXers seeking a ‘new one” — you 
cracked the pileup.” 


The most famous phony DXpedition operation in recent years was the alleged 
operation from North Korea by Romeo Stepanenko, using the call PSRS7.

The ham magazines and DX bulletins were abuzz with news about the anticipated 
operation in 1992, and DXers around the world eagerly awaited Romeo’s arrival. 
Romeo operated one day only before North Korean government officials withdrew 
their permission for the operation, thus making any further contacts illegal. But only a 
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half hour after the government ordered the operation discontinued, Romeo kept 
operating anyway. Ultimately, the A.R.R.L. disqualified the operation for DXCC credit 
due to lack of proper documentation. [8] 


Four years later, Romeo re-applied to the A.R.R.L., re-submitting his documentation, 
but the DXAC (DX Advisory Committee) concluded that the documents were fakes, and 
that the operation actually took place in Chinese territory near the North Korean 
border. Ultimately, Romeo was disqualified from the DXCC program altogether, 
including all operations he had made since the P5RS7 fiasco. [9] Further legal problems 
for Romeo followed, unrelated to his amateur radio activities. It was a sad ending to 
what might have been a brilliant DX career. 


Our next example is another mystery. It was an operation from the “Principality of 
Sealand” in 1982 under several calls, S1AB, S1AD, S1AH, and S1AS. Here’s a QSL 
confirming contact with S1AH, operated (allegedly) by Holger, DK8KW.

Sealand is classified as an “unrecognized micro nation” located on an abandoned 
platform in the North Sea used during World War II as a sea fort by British forces. It is 
officially known as H.M. Fort Roughs, or Roughs Tower. It is located about 6 nautical 
miles off the coast of Sussex in England. The structure was claimed and occupied by a 
family named Bates, after removing a group operating a pirate broadcasting station 
there in the 1960s. In 1978 Sealand was invaded by mercenaries, but their attack was 
thwarted by Bates and other family members. 


Since 1987, the British government extended its territorial waters to 12 miles so, 
legally, Sealand is now located in British territory. [10] 
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Of course, the legality of amateur radio operation from Sealand is much in question, 
since the “S1” prefix is not assigned to the United Kingdom; in fact, it does not exist at 
all, according to official the I.T.U. (International Telecommunications Union) list. [11] 


Further adding to the mystery is the fact that the claimed licensee of S1AH was 
Holger Kinzel DK8KW, but the person signing the QSL is “Ray.” DK8KW’s nickname is 
Geri. [12] 


THE PRINCIPALITY OF SEALAND 

The territory now being known as Sealand was set up in international waters in 1940 and remained no-mans-and until, on September 2nd, 1967 
the foundation of the state of Sealand was proclaimed. During the following years Prince Roy I and Princess Joan! of Sealand reigned by means of 
a democratic constitution over the small community above the waves. 
On the occasion of the 15th anniversary of the foundation of Sealand Prince Roy I has granted permission to set up and operate an Amateur Radio 
station in the Principality of Sealand for the first time. 
Operation took place on the HF bands and on 2m, in CW and Phone. The rig was IC 720, Atlas 210, TS 700 S, and vertical antennas. Send the QSL- 
cards to DL2NO, via callbook address or via bureau, please. 
For more informations on the Principality of Sealand please write to: ,,Principality of Sealand, P.O. Box 3, Felixtowe, Suffolk, England”. Also 
from this address the following items are available:

The KJ6DO/KH7 operation from “Suitland” was, at least, a lighthearted, though illegal 
poke at DXers chasing the elusive “new one.” | know about that, too. Once you get 
above 250 confirmed, things get more difficult. 


When you get over 300, it gets even tougher. And when you’re in the 330s, inches 
away from the ultimate achievement of the Honor Roll, now you become a real nail- 
biter. You check every DX website, every DX column, and every rumor of a “new one” 
you can latch onto. 


I’m not there yet, but give me time. 


There was another phony “DXpedition” that sprang up in the same vein as “Suitland,” 
and it was this one, with the call SPOOF in 1983: 
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TONGANOXIE ISLAND (/}/\

| don’t know whether this call was ever used on the air, but whoever thought this one 
up deserves at least a B+ for effort. There is no Tonganoxie Island, but there really is a 
Tonganoxie. It’s a small city in Leavenworth County, Kansas. The city was named for 
Chief Tonganoxie, whose name is supposed to mean “shorty” in the Delaware 
language. No, really! [13]

Was this legal? | don’t know for sure, but there is a Principality of Seborga, a 5.4 square 
mile “unrecognized micro nation” (like Sealand), located within the Northwestern 
Province of Liguria, in Italy. It includes the town of Seborga, and it has declared its 
sovereignty since 1963, based on claims of settlements there going back to the 
Napoleonic Wars. So far, however, its claims have never been proven. [14] Who cares? 
It’s a hoot. 


Here’s “T4AEC” from another neat little place, the (former) Republic of Venda, from 
1979: 


Yes, there really was a Republic of Venda. It was an internationally unrecognized 
enclave within the Transvaal, Republic of South Africa. The Venda people migrated

there from what is now Zimbabwe, back in the 1700s. After some conflicts over which 
ruling families had control, the place was annexed to Transvaal in the late 19"" Century. 


In 1962, South Africa declared the territorial sovereignty of the Venda people, and 
partial self-government was granted in 1973. In 1979, it was declared an independent 
republic. The United Nations protested, charging that the Republic of Venda would form 
yet another black republic, thereby perpetuating apartheid in South Africa. In 1994, 
Venda was re-incorporated as part of South Africa. [15]

Hints and Kinks - The N4GG Woodstock Station « Part Two 


In “The Woodstock Station ¢ Part One” we took a look inside a NEMA box that had been outdoors for 
17 years. The box was in remarkably good condition — inside and out. There was some caked dirt 
inside, brought in by ants coming through the bottom-facing drains holes, but it was apparent the 
only moisture inside had been from occasional condensation. Water had not entered the box. 


NEMA box covers have excellent gaskets that will keep water out for years. However, and as 
explained in a prior column (and last month), a “sealed” NEMA box will contain humidity and 
changing weather conditions will cause that humidity to condense into liquid water. Drain holes 
provide enough equalization of humidity and pressure to prevent liquid water from forming. The 
holes also provide an exit for water entering from a failed gasket and/or connection entry holes. 
Downward-facing drain holes are your friend. 


Figure 1 shows a 4 X 4 inch NEMA box used 
outdoors for connecting three CAT 5 cables from 
the shack (24 conductors) to various antenna 
switches around the back yard. It was exposed to 
the elements for 15 years. The box was mounted 
with the cover facing up and wires exiting the 
sides. There was a drain hole in the bottom but no 
attempt made to keep the box level, so small 
amounts of water collected. 


There was a lot jammed into the box (Figure 2). 

Building it was a pain and working in the box years 

later was next to impossible. The box should have ‘ 

been bigger — a lesson learned. Figure 1. 

The outdoor junction box at N4GG - a rusty mess. 

Note how some connections were made external to 
the box using wire nuts. It became easier to make 
cut and splice changes outside the box than to try 
to work inside. The wire nuts were filled with 
dielectric grease as described in a prior column 
(Figure 3). 


Take a look at Figure 2. Multiple barrier strips were 
used — the screws on all of them rusted. At the 
time of construction the screws appeared to be 
stainless — they weren't. 


Figure 2. The control wiring junction box. 
A bucket of rust. 


For comparison, the screws and nuts used to secure the barrier strips to the box were stainless, and they did 
not rust. Every connection point had a reverse polarity diode installed to suppress relay coil transients - the 
leads of every diode were corroded. Several had deteriorated to the point of becoming open circuit. This was 
unexpected; diode leads are tinned copper which is tolerant of moisture. There were also MOVs across each 
CAT 5 line. These were 18 volt breakdown devices installed to suppress lightning induced transients. Like the 
leads of the diodes, several MOV leads had corroded through. The box was still functional, but just barely. 
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With a close look at Figure 1 it’s possible to see that the Liquid Tape and silicone caulking used to seal the 
wire entry/exit holes was no longer adhering to the wires. Also, the wires did not have drip loops and as 
mentioned, the box was not level. As things deteriorated, the box routinely experienced water incursion. The 
“design” and installation of this box is an object lesson in what not to do. 


Here are my lessons learned: 


> Leave room in construction boxes — particularly those for outdoors. 
As time goes by deterioration makes them harder to work with. 
Changes come along too. Some of those require additional room. 


Rectangular boxes should be mounted vertically with the drain holes and connection 
holes at the bottom. The drain holes and connection holes may be one and the same. 
Wires entering from the bottom should have drip loops. 


Occasionally spraying the inside of outdoor boxes with WD-40 is a good idea. 


Liquid Tape and silicone caulk cannot be relied on for sealing. Over time 
these materials pull away from PVC NEMA boxes and don’t remain bonded to wires. 
Dielectric grease is a reliable alternative but not a substitute for properly dressing wires. 


> Hardware should be tested. Some plated steel hardware looks like stainless steel. 
Check with a magnet to sort this out. (Stainless will not be attracted to the magnet.) 


In a future article, we will take a look at grounding for lightning protection. N4GG went through some bad 
storms without incident. That result was not due to good luck. Successful lightning protection is based on 
using best practices and where possible ignoring folklore — of which there is a tremendous amount.

The Revolution in Brazil - by Ed WX2R 
In scanning the ham radio press (Southgate) earlier 
this month, my eye caught an interesting story about 
some proposed changes in Brazilian amateur licensing 
procedures. 


The changes being outlined by our version of the 
ARRL, The National Telecommunications Agency, 
ANATEL, are quite interesting. One of the rules 
changes reflects the creation of relay, autonomous 
and space stations for repeater operations. Another 
allows amateurs to operate on 11m Citizens Band 
frequencies with specific limitations. Another 
eliminates some of the CW requirements by license 
class, although not entirely. 


Then... the clincher. The agency has proposed a new 
criterion for promotion to both class B and class A 
licenses. To upgrade, hams must demonstrate 
participation in events or courses related to amateur 
radio. So far, so good. 


Besides participating in either events or courses, hams 
must also provide proof of communications made in 
the various modes of operation and bands available. 


In the proposal, the confirmation of QSOs will take 
place through random checks by ANATEL, reflecting 
the understanding that an amateur radio licensee 
should be active and not just a "license holder." 


Wow. Read the italic again. 


As we say in the marketing business, this is a clear 
example of proof of performance. A random sample of 
upgrading and current license holders must provide 
proof that they are active through both word (courses) 
and deed (actual QSO’s). Or else (apparently) the trap 
door will await. 


In other words: 
Keep a logbook. 


Stay active. Keep up to date. 


Although still just a proposal, maybe the Brazilians are 
on to something. To hold a license (which is a 
privilege), you should be on the air. And be 
knowledgeable about what amateur radio is about 
(ladmit to having my failings here) maintains that 
privilege. And you should be required to prove it. 


What a novel idea. Will this proof of performance cull 
out a lot of license holders? Absolutely. And it should. 


It falls into line with what | have been trying to 
understand for a long time. Every year we see the

number of US ham licenses creep up from the 
previous year and we say, “ham radio is bigger now 
than ever before.” But intuitively | do not believe it for 
a minute. And probably neither do you. 


The best proof of this is to look at license data from 
European countries that require license renewals 
every year. Look over any ten-year period. The 
numbers fall like a rock. Compare it to ten-year 
US data and they move in opposite directions. The US 
license, valid for ten years, is composed of both active 
and inactive hams. Many inactive hams are also sadly 
SK’s and they clutter the license rolls until their license 
eventually expires and are then picked over by the 
vanity callsign vultures. 


Has the pandemic helped? Yes, to some degree as 
both data from Japan and the US would seem to 
indicate. But even the Japanese data shows a year- 
over-year decline. On July 3, 2021, there were 384,514 
amateur stations; by July 2, 2022, there were 376,827 
— adecline of 7,687 or two percent. 


Do | feel any better? Not at all. But | think redefining a 
ham as a license holder who is both active and 
engaged is a far better-quality measure of the state of 
amateur radio than what we have today and better 
reflects the spirit and purpose of the hobby. It also 
provides a clearer set of benchmarks to allow us to 
better market the hobby going forward. 


Hopefully the Brazilians will put this proposal into 
implementation, and it can act as a litmus test to 
better understand their (local) amateur population 
true activity. 


How do you feel? 
Is this the right direction to grow the hobby? 
How might you improve upon it??

In running through the shortwave blogs, | found an 
interesting listening challenge for the remainder of the 
year. Here are some shortwave broadcasts that will test 
your Dxing skills, patience, and receiver/antenna setup! 
How many of these can you hear at your location? It 
looks as though the frequencies are more likely to be 
heard as we move into earlier darkness. North Korea is 
clearly the most difficult and for those who fondly 
remember Radio Pyongyang in the late 90’s, you might 
want to give this one a very hard try. A thanks to 
Rob Wagner VK3BVW for the challenge. 


BANGLADESH. For several years, the Bangladesh Betar 
outlet at Shavar on 4750 kHz was plagued with horrible 
modulation that made broadcasts virtually unlistenable. 
However, the audio has been cleaned up in recent 
months, and the station is providing good listening 
again. Try the English service at 1230-1300 UTC and 
1745-1900 UTC. On the same frequency is the Voice of 
Indonesia, which transmits in various languages between 
1000 and 2230 UTC, including English at 1000, 1300 and 
2100 UTC. So, you need to take care to identify the 
correct station! At my QTH, Bangladesh's higher power 
means that it is usually the stronger signal. 


INNER MONGOLIA. Fancy some real Chinese DX? Try 
these two low-powered stations in the 75 and 60-meter 
bands. Operating out of Hailar, Hulunbuir city in the 
Inner Mongolia Autonomous Region of China, both 
frequencies are listed as only 10 kW. The first is PBS 
Hulunbuir on 3900 kHz, on-air at 0900 to 1440 and 2130 
to 0700 UTC. The second station is CNR 1 (Voice of 
China) on 4750 kHz operating at 2000 to 1730 UTC. As 
mentioned in the previous paragraph, Bangladesh and 
Indonesia also sit on this frequency at specific times 
during the 24-hour period. But, often, this 10 kW Hailar 
outlet can be heard when the other stations are off-air. 
You may have a good chance to hear both these low- 
powered Chinese stations between 1100 and 1200 UTC 
in the coming months using the gray line path across the 
Pacific Ocean.

MYANMAR. Despite all the political goings-on in Myanmar in recent times, there are still chances to hear this 
country on shortwave. Radio Naypyidaw operates its 5915 kHz outlet in minority languages for its northern 
region. Some lists report English between 1300 and 1400 UTC, but | have found that not to be the case recently. 
The other Myanmar station to check is Radio Yaegu in Yangon, which can be heard in Burmese (and occasionally 
English) on 5985 kHz between 1200 and 1500. This signal can often be heard in North America as it sits on a clear 
channel at this time. 


In addition, there is the Ministry of Defense station known as Thazin Radio. In recent years, this broadcaster has 
been noted on 6030, 6165, 7345, 9460, and 9590 kHz. The schedule can be irregular! 


NORTH KOREA. Here's a DX challenge for you! After a long absence, the Korean Central Broadcasting Service 
(KCBS) outlet on 2349.5 kHz was finally reactivated towards the end of last year. This is now the only station in 
regular operation in what is known as the 120-meter tropical band. Located at Sariwon, about 58 km (36 miles) 
south of Pyongyang in the country's southwest, it is believed the power output is only 5 kW into a non- 
directional antenna. The schedule for North Korea's domestic audience runs from 2000 to 1800 UTC. 


PHILIPPINES. Using the 250 kW VOA transmitters at Tinang, Radyo Pilipinas provides a strong global presence 
with a mix of Filipino (a standardized version of Tagalog) and English language broadcasts. Reliable reception has 
been noted in North America for the 1730 to 1930 UTC Filipino service on 9960 and 12120 kHz, and occasionally 
on 15190 kHz. The English broadcasts are at 0200 to 0330 UTC on 12010, 15640 and 17820 kHz with informative 
programming, especially for tourists travelling to the Philippines. The station is a good verifier for listeners 
submitting well-written reception reports. 


SRI LANKA. Initially owned by Deutsche Welle some years ago, the transmitter site at Trincomalee was 
generously handed over for use by the Sri Lanka Broadcasting Corporation. SLBC engineers manage the station 
for relays of Adventist World Radio and BBC broadcasts. However, SLBC also runs two half-hour broadcasts of its 
own programming. You can hear SLBC on 11905 kHz between 0030 and 0100 UTC in Bangla and again at 0200 
and 0230 in Hindi. Most transmissions focus on music programming, making for some delightful listening. Given 
the serious economic conditions (e.g. fuel for generators) currently facing Sri Lanka, it remains to be seen how 
long these shortwave broadcasts stay on air. Get it while you can!!

Well, | expected to hear from a former maritime operator with the answer for this one, 
but no, only landlubbers replied. Actually, there were three correct answers, but one of 
them did a wee bit of cheating, but | won’t say who. Anyway, kudos go to Bill Leger 
WA2WL and Alan Gruber WB2HJZ for making guesses good enough to qualify. 


It’s an “Alarm Signal Keyer,” Model AR-8651, made by RCA Radio Marine in 1953. This 
device was commonly referred to as an “auto alarm” and it, or others like it, were once 
mandatory on both commercial and military vessels for many years. It was used to 
send a series of long dashes on 500 kilohertz, the former International Distress and 
Calling frequency, to alert vessels within range that an “SOS” message was about to be 
sent, and to permit ships to RDF [Radio Direction Find] the sending source. 


When authorized by the ship’s Master, the radio officer would activate it for 
90 seconds, and then listen for any ships responding. This might have to be repeated 
several times. Then, the “SOS” would be sent, using a standard message format 
identifying the ship, the location in latitude and longitude, and specifying the nature of 
the distress call. Ship operators were a hearty bunch, and gadgets like this helped 
them save many lives. Here are some more views of the “guts” of the unit.

th Amateur 
Radio 
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Theoretics Demystified 


It is August and that means that next month it is time for many 
to go back to school to hopefully learn something useable and 
meaningful that can be used in a productive manner. 


This time we are getting back to basics. For instance, what is 
meant by BANDPASS? It is the specified region of 
frequencies where a desired signal is allowed by physical 
parameter to pass or go through. This is useful because 
there are applications where in certain audio and/or 
particularly radio frequencies are not desired to be included 
in a specific signal. 


A good example of this is a loudspeaker where there are 
drivers (speaker) for the low and high frequencies. The 
reason for this is that the design and size of the sound 
producing speaker is different for the low sounds 
(frequencies) than the speaker for the high sounds 
(frequencies). In this case filtering elements are used to 
direct the proper frequencies to the proper driver (speaker). 
This keeps the wrong frequency sounds from being wasted 
on the wrong driver. In this case a coil or choke is used to 
reject the high frequencies so they will not be wasted on the 
woofer and a capacitor is used to keep the low frequency 
signal from getting to the ‘tweeter’ where again it would be 
wasted. This improves efficiency of the speaker. 


This demonstrates bandpass in a practical way; in other 
words, it is the section of signal that is allowed to get 
through by design of the electronic components used. So 
much for audio, as it is a good simple example of BAND (a 
range of signals) PASS (that is allowed to go through). 


At radio frequencies particularly inside your receiver and 
involved in the design of your antenna, there are elements 
that are used to reject unwanted signals by blocking them, 
strengthen others, usually by amplification, and in both cases 
filters can and usually are employed to get the job done. 


At the antenna, the physical size of it determines which 
signals are easily accepted or rejected; therefore the 
antenna is the most important part of your radio setup. In 
short, BAND PASS is the band (area of signals) that is 
permitted to PASS on to the next stage or device while 
rejecting most all others. There are such things as 
harmonics, which are (usually unwanted) images of signal at 
multiples of the original signal. These are one of the reasons 
for using band pass FILTERS! 


Next, we have MODULATION, in radio communication we 
have a carrier which is a simple radio frequency signal that is 
not shaped by any impressed information. When we 
modulate a carrier, we are varying the carrier by some means, 
amplitude (level or strength of the carrier), frequency 
modulating the carrier which means just that, varying the 
carrier frequency in accordance with the signal impressed 
upon it, and phase modulation which is varying the frequency 
of the carrier within a part of a cycle of the frequency. 
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Theoretics Demystified, continued 


These are just a few of the methods of modulating (think 
controlling) the carrier to produce a signal that has useable 
information that can be detected at the receiving end and 
provide useable information. AM or amplitude modulation 
was the first, born of spark transmission, where a buzzer 
like device was used to generate signals at a radio 
frequency which were then used to send code in an on and 
off fashion. 


Spark transmissions became obsolete with the advent of 
vacuum tubes which can produce oscillations at audio and 
radio frequencies which when DEmodulated produce a 
detectable tone at the receiving end. Later it was 
discovered how to impress voice on the carrier signal, and 
AM radio was born as we know it. 


The problem here was that AM was, and is, susceptible to 
static and lightening crashes which are also amplitude 
modulated natural or manmade ‘signals’ which interfere 
with the desired signal. There are circuits which can limit 
the unwanted noise, but not entirely. This led to research 
by Edwin Armstrong who invented/discovered frequency 
modulation (FM) which is immune to static and lightening 
crashes since the detectors for that frequency modulated 
signal are designed not to ‘hear’ anything but the frequency 
modulated signal. 


At the FM station, the program material varies the 
frequency of the carrier in accordance with the frequency 
of the audio signal. Therefore, FM stations are separated 
somewhat on the dial so that they won’t interfere with 
each other. 


There are more ways of modulating or controlling a carrier 
to produce useable information that can be sent out over 
the airwaves, including digital signals which are much more 
sophisticated and complicated. None of the older or newer 
modulation methods are perfect as each has its own 
drawbacks and more and newer ways to control a signal 
will be discovered to be sure. 


In ham radio, things are getting increasingly digitized, and 
the old days of coil and capacitor signal shaping are rapidly 
giving way to digital controls which can do so much more 
and much more precisely. 


Antenna matching networks and filters still use coils and 
capacitors as do the antenna tuners which are used to 
match the radio to a less than perfect antenna [one not 
resonant at the desired frequency]. Resonant means that 
the antenna is ‘matched’ to the desired frequency making it 
most efficient. 


Our ham transceivers can do so much more than old school 
units and have features those hams could only dream of in 
days gone by.

Fred’s favorite mode has always been CW, but he can also be frequently heard on SSB. Main operating interests are DX, 
contesting, County hunting, IOTA hunting, POTA hunting, and hunting Special Event Stations. His other interests include 
amateur radio history, collecting telegraph keys and instruments, antique QSL cards and amateur radio literature. His radio 
magazine archive goes back to 1918, including QST from 1920, CQ Magazine from 1945 (first year of publication), 
73 Magazine (Volume 1 Number 1), as well as nearly all other amateur magazines published since the 1930s. 


Fred also enjoys building, ever since his first radio project when he was 10 years old. That first receiver was a Knight Kit

He has worked in the broadcasting, electronics, and aerospace industries, chiefly in sales and sales management. 


He also worked as a broadcast journalist, and as News Director of a Morris County radio station. Fred retired in 2013, and 
remains very active on the bands from HF to 6 meters.

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Beam Rotator Control at FLARC Club Station 


The FLARC club ham radio station, W2NPT, currently has two towers and two 
beams and two antenna rotor controllers. 


One beam is the VHF beam, mounted on the same tower as the repeater antenna. 
The control box for that rotor is at Position 2. 


The other beam, our excellent quality HF multi-band beam is mounted on the other 
tower. The control box for the HF rotor is at Position 4, in a different room from 
Position 2. 


With the current arrangement, if any operating position other than #4 is operating 
on the HF beam and it is desired to change the beam heading (to point to a DX 
station, for example) the operator must physically get up from the chair, walk to 
Position 4, manually change the dial setting on the rotor controller and walk back 
to the original operating position. (Note: this makes it almost impossible for an 
operator to ‘scan’ the direction of the beam to determine the best received signal 
level — especially if the HF operation is at Position 1 at that time.) 


@ Position 1 is generally used for HF operation (Flex 6400); 
@ Position 2 is generally used for FT8/FT4 or other digital use; 
@ 


Position 3 has in the past been sort of ‘admin’ position, but it is likely to be 
used for VHF or HF in the future; 
Position 4 is generally used for HF SSB operation, though sometimes for HF CW 
(Flex 6400M); 

@ Position 5 is being equipped with ‘traditional’ HF equipment. 


It is clear from the usage info above that just about ANY of our five operating 
positions could be set up to use the big HF beam, yet the rotor controller for that 
beam can only be adjusted AT position 4. 


PROPOSED ENHANCEMENT 


Ideally, control of the beam heading should be available AT each operating 
position so that no matter which position the HF beam is patched to, that operator 
has in-seat control of the beam direction. 

(This is important when ‘working DX’ but even more so on the occasions when 
W2MPT operates in major contests.) 


Presumably, we could acquire four more control boxes and place one at each 
operating position and design some sort of switching or sharing of the common 
cable to the tower and rotator. 
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There is, however, a much more practical solution to the situation: 


The club is already wired with a Local Area Network (LAN) which is often used for 
networking the NLMM+ logging during contest operation, as well as other uses. 


ONE rotor control box that can be controlled from the Ethernet LAN can then be 
accessible from the PC at each operating position. The software for such control is 
basic and is available for free or almost free. It has a graphic on-screen display 
showing the current beam heading. Changes to the heading can be made with 
simple keyboard entry, OR even by command codes sent from the logging or other 
operating software - for example, NLMM+ and WSJT-X. 


No changes to the current rotator on the tower, or to the cable between the tower 
and the club rooms, would need to be made. 


Probably the most popular controller for this application is the 
Green Heron Engineering Model RT-21. The basic configuration uses a serial COM 
port cable or USB cable to the PC that will control it. 


For our application, we want to be able to control from various locations on our 
network. Interface options are available for Ethernet/LAN and for WiFi. We will 
need to decide what computer will be used at each operating position, and whether 
it has an RJ-45 Ethernet interface or only a WiFi interface. (The new Field Day 
laptops have only WiFi, although a USB to RJ-45 adapter has been used successfully 
to connect to a wired LAN — that just takes up one of the USB ports on the laptop.) 


My preference would be to use the wired LAN, as it is more likely to be stable and 
always available. And | have stumbled on a bit of serendipity as | am writing this 
proposal — | found software for less than $30 that provides connection to the Green 
Heron controller from any PC on the LAN! This negates the need for the $90 TCPIP 
adapter in the RT-21 controller. | have just installed the software on my home LAN 
to test it and it is better than very nice! 


THEREFORE: 

| am proposing that FLARC purchase one Green Heron RT-214 v4 Rotator Control unit 
for installation at Position 4 of the club station W2NPT, plus registering a copy of 
the PSTRotator software to W2NPT for a fee of 25 Euro (less than $30). 


Cost of the RT-21 Controller is currently listed as $599 (plus shipping and any 
applicable tax).
